How unfortunate that the earth could not have 
netnuined " of our language, aud of onu speech" 
—that the sons of Noah should have been so 
wicked, iu building the tower of Babel, that 
their language became confounded. If we on- 
ly had a national tongue, in which all might ex- 
press their love, devotion, joy and sorrow—one 
medium, by which we could convey our thoughts 
aud feelings, wo should not have, to expend so 
many years iu digging out the literature of the 
elassic writers. Sohekendorf said : " O, my 
mother-tongue! how full of bliss an*! transport 
to iny ear! When I pray, or love, or express 
my gratitude, let me always do so in my native 
tongue." How cold to the American mother's 
ear would the little prattler's " Ma Mire; ie 
tons atme," sound, instead of "Mamma, I love 
you." This may be one reason why so few for- 
eigners intermarry, because they cannot ex- 
change affection with each other by their dif- 
ferent languages. 


— But to the lecture. It wait a review of 


literature in France, from 1800 to tlie present 
day. M. Arpin said that Napoleon was favor- 
able to the diffusion of letters and literature; 
hut, unfortunately, could not sympathize with 
the two leading, brilliant stars of his day— 
Chateaubriand and Madame de Stnel.

could not bend tho lofty spirit of tho latter, and 
therefore banished this woman, who waa the 
personification of French genius, with every 
endowment in politic*, philosophy and litera- 
ture.

was her life, which die shed over everything, 
and her conversation was more brilliant than 
her writings, which were moral in their tone. 
Her principles were—" Be virtuou*, believer*, 
independent; respect what you adore; seek lav 
mortality in love, and divinity in nature; hallow 
your soul a* a temple, and the angel of noble 
thoughts will not disdain to appear in it." 


Chateaubriand disliked Napolenn, because the 


Utter canted the nmroer of the Due d'Enghem. 
He therefore came to America, waiidered over 
the plains ef Lexington, through our forests 
saw Washington, returned to London, and ex- 
perienced many revere** of fortune, which In- 
cited in him the genenwity and humanity which 
he displayed in hi* writing*. Ho wa* generon* 
in hi* impulses, a true poet, and actuated by all 
that i* good and ennobling. These writer* the 
lecturer considered the true harbinger* ef the 
intellectual revolution of the present century
